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NORTHWEST RED RESISTANCE 

“Atop secret gatlicring of Red 
leaders was recently convened at a 
secluded Irncl in the Snoqualmic Na¬ 
tional forest, amid the quiet recesses 
of the fog-shrouded foothills of Mount 
Rainier. The Comrades were there to 
plot the strategy, and solidify the base, 
for a nation-wide subversive apparatus 
known as The Resistance. This careful¬ 
ly guarded Northwest Resistance Con¬ 
ference was heid over the weekend of 
August 23, near linuutclaw, at the 
Duck Creek Camp on Ciyslal Moun¬ 
tain, a ski lodge situated sixty miles 
southeast of Taconra, Washington, on 
a lonely, wooded road off highway 
410. 

Your reporter, acting as an observer 
for Military Intelligence, and on assign¬ 
ment for The Review nf the News, 
attended that conference. 

After leaving Seattle,'tind driving for 
over three hours in a, pouring rain, I 
pulled into the revolutionary camp in 
a borrowed 10-10 Chevy, decorated 
with flowers, “peace” symbols and 
revolutionary slogans. Several other 
ancient and weatherbeaten cars fol¬ 
lowed me into the crowded parking 
area and stopped nearby. Following 
one group of revolutionaries up the 
lull to the lodge, I fell into a conversa¬ 
tion with the leader, a young, hard- 
looking chap fioni San Francisco.

Dressed as I was in revolutionary garb, 
and carrying an old, faded slccpingbag, 
I falsely identified myself as a member 
of the Communist W.E.U. DuBois 
Clubs of Boston, ami was instantly 
accepted. With credentials like that, 
nobody even asked wlrat I was doing 
so far from home. 

The secret gathering had been con¬ 
ceived some five weeks earlier after an 
important Resistance Summer Confer¬ 
ence, July 19-21, at Reed College in 
Portland, Oregon. Arnong the featured 
speakers were David Harris, former 
Student Body President at Stanford 
University and one or the first organiz¬ 
ers of The Resistance; Harris’ folk- 
singer wife, Joan Baez, a top figure in 
the subversive Institute for the Study 
of Non-Violence at Carmel Valley, 
California; and, Communist attorney 
Aubrey W. Crossman, of the Commu¬ 
nist National Lawycis Guild. Cross- 
man is the key figure in the 110-mem¬ 
ber San Francisco Bay Area Selective 
Sfivicc Lawyers Panel wliich defends 
draft rcsistcis without fee. 

As a result of that weekend confer¬ 
ence at Reed, the Comrades organized 
an Oregon Selective Scivicc Lawyers 
Panel, made up of attorneys associated 
with Ihc Communist National Lawyers 
. Guild and Ihc American Civil Liberties 
Union, to handle draft eases; they 
arranged to set up “Counter- 
Resistance tables” at colleges aiound 
the state, designed to catch students as 
they apply for Il-S student defer¬ 
ments; and, proceeded with plans for 
something called the Liberation Pil¬ 
grimage, to be held on November 14,

I the next National Day of Resistance. 
Buck Creek lodge, site for the Com¬ 
rades’ secret follow-up conference for 
all of this, proved to be an ideal 
setting, surrounded by rugged moun¬ 
tains, thousands of acres of tall timber, 
and miles from the nearest town. 
Owned by the presbytery of Scat lie, it 
was a sizable, well-built stiucture, con¬ 
taining sleeping accommodations for 
over a hundred, ample meeting rooms 
complete with large, stone fireplaces, 
,ai\d a pleasant recreation area. T(ic 

C , ’ Mnrades go first class. 

Your reporter had first heard about 
this secret conference several weeks 
earlier, quite by accident, while visit¬ 
ing a Marxist bookstore, known as 
“The Id," in the “U District” of 
Seattle. That bookstore, located just 
off the campus oF the University of 
Washington, is one of many in an aiea 
notorious for its hippie, hop-head, and 
Communist population. 

While leafing through a copy of 
l[elLx, the local sheet of the Under¬ 
ground Press Syndicate, l ovciheard 
the proprietor of "The Id” discussing 
the planned meeting at the Buck Creek 
lodge with another seedy looking chap 
— wearing a red and gold Mao Tso-Tung 
ton The proprietor was giving de¬ 
tailed instructions on how to get to 
the conference and for whom to ask. 
Following those diicctions 1 found the 
lodge; the other fellow appaicully got 
lost. 

There were some thiily-fivc Com¬ 
rades already at the scene when your 
rei>oricr arrived — Reds fiom as far 
south as Los Angeles and as far north 

ia 


as Biitish Columbia. At its peak the 
conference never contained more than 
seventy-eight delegates. I know, be¬ 
cause I was asked to help with registra¬ 
tion. In that capacity, 1 was able to 
record the names and formal affilia¬ 
tions of all those Comrades who at¬ 
tended this "security-conscious" con- 
flab. Amusing, to say the least. 

The schedule for that Friday eve¬ 
ning included informal discussion, mu¬ 
sic, and a major address by Ail Mel¬ 
ville, a Catholic priest recently 
expelled from Guatemala for revolu¬ 
tionary activity. Melville, who is on a 
nation-wide speaking tour for The 
Resistance, declared in his hour-long 
"rap” (t a Ik) that he was, indeed, a 
“Communist priest.” lie told about 
fighting in the hills alongside other 
"priests” fiom Belgium and the United 
Slates, helping the Guatemalan guerril¬ 
las in their fight for “liberation.” lie 
told about his role in setting up 
peasant “communes” throughout the 
twenty-two stales in that country. 

Before the “Communist priest” be¬ 
gan his talk, 1 noticed a small gioup of 
revolutionaries conferring importantly. 
So, 1 Clashed the party. The leader of 
the discussion was a young, long¬ 
haired fellow named John Morwin 
Sullivan, key organi/.ci of Draft Resis¬ 
tance - Seattle (DRIJ), and the very 
chap who" had organized the confer¬ 
ence and rented the lodge. Ilis father, 
John J. Sullivan, an ACLU attorney 
0 and member of the American Friends 
Service Committee fiom Seattle, ar¬ 
rived the following morning with a 
host of other lawyers. 
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Young Sullivan was bemoaning the 
fact that the scheduled keynote speak¬ 
er, David Harris, could not get to the 
conference because he had been in¬ 
vited to speak at the National Student 
Association Conference in Manhattan, 
Kansas, during that same weekend - 
along with recently convicted draft 
evader Michael I'erbcr and Ronald J. 
Young, Youth Director of the Fellow¬ 
ship of Reconciliation. 

Another lop leader in Sullivan’s 
discussion group, Bruce Nelson, con¬ 
fided that the whole NSA conference 
was this year “put together by a 
Resistor from the Fast.” Nelson, a fat, 
red haired organizer of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Resistance, and member of the 
Marxist War Resistors League, went on 
to relate that his job was to develop a 
“Radical Education Pi'oject” for clergy 
and laymen and others in the Bay 
Area. 11c said: “We’ve ju , -nt a guy 
to Denver to organize a small confer¬ 
ence there for the 6th and 7tl» of 
SeptemberRadical Education 
Project is, of course, one of the major 
fionts of the Communist Students for 
a Democratic Society, with hcad- 
quaitcis in Ann Arbor, Michigan. One 
of its major sponsors, including such 
Communists as Red spy Victor Perlo, 
is a man named Paul Lautcr, - Nation¬ 
al Director of Resist, which coordi¬ 
nates The Resistance from its national 
headquarters in Cambridge, Massachu¬ 
setts. 

Bruce Nelson, who appeared to be 
•' the final arbiter at the Buck Creek 
conference, admitted that lie was him¬ 
self awaiting indictment for refusing 
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induction into the armed services, lie 
went on to relate that “we’ve received 
a healthy grant of money for this 
project, and we’re trying to find the 
right people to do the woik.” A grant 
from whom, one might ask? Part of 
that money went to pay John Sullivan 
Jr. the sum of 5200 a month to do 
full time organizing for The Resistance, 
in the stale of Waslii" .ton. Another 
healthy chunk went to cover the S800 
tab for the weekend at Buck Creek 
lodge. 

Among the most talkative revolu¬ 
tionaries present were Roger L'ppman, 
Editor of Vic Agitator, an SDS leader 
at Reed College in Portland, and the 
Northwest Regional traveler and or¬ 
ganizer for The Resistance; Rocky 
An nis, 18-ycar-old head of Drafi Resis¬ 
tance - Tacoma (DRT), and oigunucr 
of a Tacoma SDS coffee house called 
"Free Speech Movement"; and, Joan 
Licskc, a member of the staff of the 
Seattle American Friends Service Com¬ 
mittee (AFSC) who admitted that she 
was paid $1.20 an hour at the AFSC 
office fiom the funds of an O.E.O. 
“work-study program.” Another 
young revolutionary, a member of the 
Fellowship of Reconciliation (FOR), 
told me that lie too was receiving 
money fiom an O.E.O. grant - but 
that he was making car payments with 
it. 

Yet another of the leaders was 
Selma W.iidi 11 . 111 , an attractive 38-vcar- 
uld ait instructress at the Marxist Free 
University of Seattle. Selma admitted 
to being quite an activist in draft 
resistance demonstrations in Seattle, 
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and told of her friendship with' 
Castro-trained Jack and Tiris Freeman, 
former leaders of the Communists' 
26th of July Movement. The Freemans 
were also connected with the Free 
University and held "rap sessions” in 
their revolutionary headquarters, 
known as the “Magic Mountain,” near 
the University of Washington. 

During the course of a series of 
conversations, I was told that The 
Resistance held its First Northwest 
^raft Conference last March 30, at 
ewis and Clark College in Vancouver, 
Washington, and that a subsequent 
strategy meeting look place on June 
14 at the Centenary Wilbur Methodist 
Church in Portland, Oregon: I was atso 
told lhal the key meeting places for 
The Resistance in Seattle were the 
Newman Center and the Lutheran 
Campus Center, ministry houses at the 
University of Washington. 

Among the names of top leaders 
mentioned was that of Tom Green, a 
student pastor working at Willamette 
College with the University Christian 
Movement of the National Council of 
Churches. Green set up Resistance 
meetings in a colTcc house called 
"Todo’s” in the basement of a i’rcs- 
erian church, and in “The Vaga¬ 
bond” eollee house, both in Salem, 
Oiegon. As one ol the Comrades said 
with a grin, tire “interim minister of 
that (Presbyterian) church was a 
swinging parson fiom Yale." Other 
leaders discussed included Reverend 
Philip It.mni, campus minister at Cen¬ 
tral Washington State College in El- 
Icnshurg, Washington, who set up draft 
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evasion conferences in Ihc CWS stu¬ 
dent union; and, Dr. Tony Phillips, 
campus minister at Washington State 
Univcisily in Pullman, Washington. Dr. 
Phillips, they said, sent in his draft 
card and gave up Iris religious defer¬ 
ment. They added that lie was a close 
friend of-lhe Marxist Reverend William 
Sloanc Coffin Jr., a member of the 
Communist National Mobilization 
Committee, and nil official in the 
Reds’ Clergy and Laymen Concerned 
About Vietnam. 

Dr. Tony Phillips, working closely 
with a philosophy professor named 
Donald Wells (who, they said, has a 
“hot line to the Seattle AFSC"), con¬ 
trols the campus Common Ministry, a 
nation-wide apparatus known locally 
as “Koinonia House." According to 
one of the radicals with whom I 
spoke: “Common Ministry involves 
mostly young clcigymcn of various 
faiths. Whatever their original purpose 
they now seem to be involved in very 
useful (.sic) and increasingly radical 
activities - draft counseling, running a 
coffee-shop, selling up an under¬ 
ground newspaper, voicing minority 
views through their churches, and al¬ 
lowing their buildings mil facilities to 
be used as meeting centers.” 

After sharing a room for the fust 
night with three bearduik Resistors 
from Canada, I resumed my assign¬ 
ment at the registration table. In the 
course of cheeking eiedentiak of in¬ 
coming delegates I happened to coinc 
across a large, grey envelope, half 
buried amidst the handout literature 
on the table to winch I was assigned. 
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Cheeking it as a part of my job,' I 
found that it contained several dozen 
letters and other Resistance data be¬ 
longing to conference organizer John 
Sullivan Jr. I copied and photographed 
most of that material. 

In the envelope was list after list of 
“Key Contacts” of The Resistance, 
from Poston to Chicago to Los Ange¬ 
les. There was a mimeographed list 
containing the names of 29 “Washing¬ 
ton State Attorneys Handling Draft 
Cases,” all of whom were members of 
the ACLU or the Communist National 
Lawyers Guild. There was even a 
two-page list with the names of 65 
pro-Victeong fronts of The Resistance, 
• including: New York West Side Proj¬ 
ect, Chicago Area Draft Resistance, 
Boston Draft Resistance Croup, Phil¬ 
adelphia Anti-Draft Union, Union 
Theological Seminary Resistance, 
Peacemaker Sharing Fund, Berkeley 
Resistance, Detroit Inner City Orga¬ 
nizing Committee, St. Louis Commit¬ 
tee to Support Resistance, Colorado 
Freedom Center, and the National 
Black Anti-War Anti-Draft Union. Also 
on that list were three foreign fronts: 
Puerto Rico Liberation, Montreal 
Council to Aid War Rcsisters, and the 
Toronto Auti-Diaft Programme. 

It is interesting to remember that, as 
far back as last March, American Intel¬ 
ligence agrncics intercepted a copy of- 
a 12-page blueprint for nation-wide 
sabotage ol Selective Service offices, a 
sabotage tract containing detailed in¬ 
structions for making Molotov cock¬ 
tails and incendiary time bombs. That 
document, smuggled into this country 
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after preparation in Toronto, was dis¬ 
tributed to 327 pro-Vietcong Trout 
groups of The Resistance, resulting in 
a series of “mysterious” bombings 
throughout the nation. 

In one of the letters, I spotted a 
rather startling statement which be¬ 
gan:^'.. .school here should be told 
to organize Moscow. They (Washing¬ 
ton Stale University) have already 
been sharing films, other materials 
with Common Ministry in Moscow." I 
later found out, to my chagrin, that 
Moscow is a small town in Washington. 

Another letter listed the key Resis¬ 
tance contacts at the University of 
Puget Sound at Tacoma: speech pro¬ 
fessor Michael S. Kuntz; and Reverend 
Jeff Smith, campus chaplain. Tire Icyd 
contact listed for the University of 
Oregon at Eugene was rr._ -..matics 
professor Douglas Parker, head of 
Campus Draft Committee, a group 
comprised of 65 faculty members 
which has received aid from SANE and 
the Human Rights Center of Fugcnc, 
Oiegon; at Coazaga University in 
Spokane, listed contacts were Father 
Greif, Dean of Students, and Don 
Jensen, Editor of Comusa Bulletin, 
the campus paper (Jensen uses the 
College Press Service to promote The 
Resistance); and, at Whitman College 
in Walla Walla, the contact listed was 
Chuck Lawrence, a member of the 
Communist SDS (which is sponsored 
on campus by Ihc YMCA). 

Among the many documents ad¬ 
dressed to John Sullivan were a num¬ 
ber from Ronald J. Young, Youth 
Director of the Fellowship of Rccon- 
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cilintion, headquartered in Nyack, 
New York. In a letter dated July 24, 
Young remarked: “l am sorry we did 
not have Hie chance to get to know 
each other when ! was in Seattle 
recently. I spent a good deal of time 
with Carl Witiman, who you know 
attended the TOR Conference.” 
Wit (man, of course, was the main 
speaker at the afternoon session there 
at Ruck Creek lodge. Me told me that 
he was one of the four principle 
organizers of the Northwest Resis¬ 
tance, and was awaiting indictment for 
refusing draft induction, An admitted 
Marxist from "an old Marxist family," 
he said the other three leaders were 
Bmcc Nelson, who made his head¬ 
quarters at "The Hearth,” a San Fran¬ 
cisco coffee house; Jim Prall, an AFSC 
draft counsellor; and, Danny Rubin, 
coordinator of the Reed [College] 
Draft Union summer project. 

According to another rather shock¬ 
ing letter in that large envelope which 
I examined, it is apparent that at least 
Curl Witiman got to know John Mcr- 
win Sullivan fairly well. In a "Dear 
John” Idler from San Francisco, there 
appeared the statement: “Things lie- 
tween me and Rob, and between-me 
id Mimi, arc as complicated if not as 
torrid, as before my trip North. I’m 
beginning to be reconciled to the 
permanence of such tension, and may¬ 
be learning to live with it and enjoy it. 
And, since lliis is the Just time I’ve 
had an open homosexual affair of uuy 
importance, I’m beginning to deal with 
layers of guilt and fear that 1 haidly 
knew existed in tnc. At times 1 look 


forward to the jail sentence.” The 
revealing letter, of Which 1 made a 
photograph, was signed, oddly, " l.ove, 
Carl." Comrade Carl had recently re¬ 
turned from a two-week trip to Cana¬ 
da where he was engaged tit working 
with deserters from the United States. 

A graduate from Swarlhmorc Col¬ 
lege, Carl Witiman is actually quite an 
important figure in the revolutionary 
Communist Movement in America. He 
is co-author, along with SDS Marxist 
Tom Hayden, of a 15-page Red dia¬ 
tribe entitled, An Interracial Move¬ 
ment of the Poor. While acting Com¬ 
munity Organizer of the SDS econom¬ 
ic Research and Action Project 
(F.RAP) in Newark, New Jersey, he 
ami Tom Hayden were the principal 
agitators in the Nowaik Community 
Union Project (N-CUP), which sparked 
the devastating riots at that city in 
July 1967. 

SDS leader Carl Witiman is also a 
member of the executive Committee 
of ERAP, along with its Director, 
Comrade Rennie Davis of Chicago. 
Tom Hayden and Rennie Davis, fre¬ 
quent fallow-travelers to Communist 
Hanoi, wore key organiz.crs of the 
Convention Week diso(dcis which 
swept Chicago during tire week follow¬ 
ing that Resistance conference at Ruck 
Creek lodge. 

'fire rest or that afternoon at Buck 
Creek was taken up with short speech¬ 
es by such Marxist revolutionaries as 
Darryl Skiabak and Malcolm Dundas, 
cx-convict Rcsislcrs recently released 
from Lompoc Prison in California; 
. Susan Roberts, a full time Resistance 
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organizer acting as chauffeur for 
‘'Communist priest" Art Melville; and, 
San Francisco organizer Biucc Nelson, 
who admitted that Tire Resistance has 
access to, and uses, the mailing lists of 
the Northwest chapters of the Wom¬ 
en’s International League for Peace 
and Freedom, the American Friends 
Service Committee, the Canadian 
Draft Resistance, and local Spock sup¬ 
porters. 

In one of his letters incidentally 
(yes, I have a copy), Bruce Nelson 
exposed his own importance in The 
Movement by confiding that “the pos¬ 
sibility Iras come up that I'll be asked 
to go to Geneva (Switzerland] to talk 
to foreign diplomats about The Resis¬ 
tance, and presumably, other forms of 
radical activity among young pe-. plc in 
the U.S.A. .. it’s an AFSC -—grunt, 
and apparently they really dag the 
speech I gave at their Sierra Confer¬ 
ence in June." 

The featured item on the agenda 
that rainy afternoon was the "Lawyers 
Panel," consisting of ACLU attorneys 
Jeremy Randolph, Mike Rosen, and 
John Caughlan. Mike Rosen, as you 
titay know, is a sponsor of the Trols- 
kyifa Communists’ Alexander Defense 
Committee, which was created to de¬ 
fend Communist terrorists in South 
Africa. John Caughlan, according to 
the February 16, 1959 Report of the 
House Committee on Un-American 
Act ivities, is a member of the Commu¬ 
nist Party. 

' The distinguished panel spoke at 
length about the legal technicalities of 
avoiding the draft. Comrade Caughlan 
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even recommended a half-doz.cn Com¬ 
munist legal fronts. 

After the "I-awycrs Panel” dis¬ 
bursed, 1 look notes front more of the 
materials in the Sullivan envelope 
turned over to me at the registration 
desk. According to one of the letters 
from Comrade Bruce Nelson to John 
Sullivan: “You shuuld have met Jan 
Van Pelt and Dale by now. Dale will 
be tied up with lire Boycott, but Jan is 
a fantastic worker. She played a very 
large role in gelling The Resistance off 
the ground in Fresno (California].” 

Mr. and Mrs. Van Pelt, of course, 
arc organizers for the subversive Unit¬ 
ed Farm Workers Association, headed 
by Marxist Cesar Chavez. Mr. Chavez 
and his Comrades arc trying to create a 
nationwide boyeott of California 
grapes — part of one of the Commu¬ 
nist Party’s most important projects. 

Among the most important letters I 
came upon was one written to Bruce 
Nelson on the letterhead of the I-os 
Angeles law firm of Margolis and 
MeTernan. The letter, signed by attor¬ 
ney William G. Smith, and dated 12 
July 1968, one week before the Reed 
College Resistance Summer Confer¬ 
ence, began: "In answer to your let¬ 
ter... I will keep the week end of 
July 19 through 21 free in the event 
you decide to call me in place of 
Aubrey Grossman... 1 assume that 
you understand that Aubrey Gross¬ 
man's expertise lies primarily in the 
field of setting up Selective Service 
legal Panels to- defend individuals 
under indictment for Selective Service 
law violations .... Aubrey has done a 
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fantastic job in organizing those panels 
around the country ,.. 

And, no wonder. According to that 
1959 Report of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, mentioned 
earlier, Comrade Grossman .. in 
1945 was publicly advertised by the 
Communist Party as its new educa¬ 
tional director for (he city of San 
Francisco. In that year, he was also an 
alternate delegate to the important 
Communist Party national convention 

a n New York City_” 

The HCUA Report goes on to reveal 
that: .. Aubrey Grossman, who has 

been an official of the Communist 
Party itself, served for years as West 
Coast director and then national orga¬ 
nizational secretary or director of the 
party’s legal front, the Civil Rights 

Congress-” As a clincher, the 

HCUA Report also reveals that both 
Ben Margolis and John T. McTernan — 
the law firm partners from Los Ange¬ 
les — are also both members of the 
Communist Party, and members of the 
Communist National Lawyers Guild. 

Just as I completed reading that 
letter, I happened to look up in time 
to see two newly-arrived Comrades 
l'" '\valking down the hall towards the 
>- registration table. I almbst swallowed 
my tongue. One of the two was 
Carolyne Black, a leader of the Black 
Caucus of the Communist-controlled 
National Conference for New Politics, 
and Publications Director of the Com¬ 
munist W.E.B. DuBois Clubs. Her huge 
companion was a Seattle member of 
the Communist Black Panther Party. 
Needless to say, without taking a 
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second look, or casting a backward 
glance, your fearless reporter ducked 
out a side entrance, flew through the 
woods, and may well have been ten 
miles away in that borrowed, vintage 
Chevy before his chair hit the floor. 
Carolyne Black, a top DuBois Club 
national officer from New York, was 
the last person I had ever hoped to run 
into out there in the middle of the 
Snoqualmie National Forest. You see, 
dear reader, I had previously worked 
alongside her in the .DuBois Club 
National Office, while for two years 
posing as a DuBois Club Comrade for 
the Intelligence Division of the Chica¬ 
go Police Department. She knew me. 
And, had Comrade Carolyne seen me 
before I could make my escape, things 
would have gotten awfully warm aw¬ 
fully quick. 

While waiting to board 3 plane for 
Chicago the following day, to cover 
the Democrat Convention Week, f was 
informed through Military Intelligence 
sources that Carolyne Black was in the 
area setting up cells of the Communist 
W.E.B. DuBois Clubs. She was on tour 
with Charlene Mitchell, a member of 
the National Committee of the Com¬ 
munist Party, U.S.A. Comrade Char¬ 
lene, who was walking picket lines in 
Seattle to support the Communist 
Boycott of California grapes, had been 
recently chosen as the Communist 
Party’s candidate for President of the 
United States. 

Such people would hardly have hesi¬ 
tated to order a permanent end to 
your reporter’s good health.

The files of the Pittsburgh Division indicated 
a David Gumaer as a former intelligence agent for the 
Chicago Police Department around 1968. 


On December 1, 1972, David Emerson Gumaer was 
accused of stealing an IBM typewriter from the office of 
Congressman John G. Schmitz, while an employee of Congressman 
Schmitz. On March 30, 1973, Assistant United States Attorney 
James F. Rutherford at WDC, declined prosecution of Gumaer 
for theft of government property. Gumaer had claimed he 
borrowed the typewriter from Congressman Schmitz and later 
returned it.

On September 5, 1973, a second confidential source, 
who has provided reliable information in the past, advised 
six months previously, March, 1973, Liberty Lobby sent 
letters to select Indlvidualsoover the-mame of David E. 

Gumaer, Coordinator, Operation Survival, in which the 
addressee was invited to become involved in the "Operation 
Survival Program".

David Emerson Gumaer contacted the Chicago Office 
of the FBI in October, 1965, stating he had become interested 
in the "New Left", and felt it was a great threat to the 
security of the nation. To this end he infiltrated several 
radical organizations including the Du Bois clubs of 
Chicago, Students for a Democratic Society and the Young 
Socialist Alliance. G umaer reportedlfr y worked as an 
"undercover" agent for ~| of Church League of 

America, Wheaton, Illinois, and the Chicago Police 
Department. Gumaer also gave talks before various civic 
groups concerning his undercover activities, and was 
subpoened before the United States Senate Internal Security 
Committee of the Judiciary in December of 1967. 


Chicago Police Department Security Unit did receive 
information from subject in 1966, prior to the time a 
publication of the John Birch Society stated that subject 
was an undercover agent for that Department.

The W. E. B. DuBois clubs of America 
(DCA) was formed in June, 1964, as a 
Marxist-oriented youth organization 
which would be used as a recruiting 
ground for the Communist Party, USA. 

This organization merged with Communist 
Party youth and independent Marxist 
youth in the formation of a new 
organization in February, 1970, at 
which time the DCA became defunct. 

Students for a democratic Society 
(SDS) was founded during June, 

1962, at Port Huron, Michigan, and 
in the 1960's functioned as the 
leading New Left campus-based student 
organization in the United States. 

From a stance of "participatory 
democracy”, the SDS moved to a radical¬ 
revolutionary position. It maintained 
a national office at 1608 West Madison 
Street, Chicago, Illinois, until 
February, 1970. Internal factionalism 
during 1969 produced three maifia.f act ions 
Weatherman, Revolutionary Youth Movement 
(KYM) and Worker Student Alliance 
(WSA). The Weatherman and RYM no 
longer consider themselves associated 
with the SDS. The WSA faction continues 
to use the name SDS. 

As the youth organization of the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP), the 
Young Socialist Alliance (YSA) serves 
as the main source of recruitment 
into the organization. The YSA is

Gumaer stated he has been asked to become involved 
in the American Party and Libertarian Party, but to date 
has not done so. Gumaer is convinced there will be an armed 
revolution in the United States and advocates family survival. 
He believes individuals have the ..right to defend cthemselves 
against revolutionaries. 


Gumaer emphatically denied organizing/; or being 
involved in organizing right-wing airline pilots to fly 
"hit teams" around the United States to assassinate anyone, 
and stated such allegations as "silly". Gumaer stated he 
dislikes Henry Kissenger because he believes Kissenger is 
a danger to the United States due to his pro-communist 
activities and associates, but that to kill one or two 
persons would accomplish nothing. Gumaer advised the only 
way to defeat communism is to change the mind of the 
electorate through propaganda and make changes legally. 
Gumaer said he cannot recall ever making any statement which

Gumaer related an incident several 
years ago while working for the John Birch Society, rumor 
got back to Robert Welch, head of the Society, that Gumaer 
had made statements to the effect Welch was a "Red Agent*'.
